Trao coiisiiaad posts for the sootor of tho Soviet-Csschoslovakian border 
located west and south of Drogobyoh (49-210, 23— SOE) are located in Turks 
(49-090, 23-02E) and in Ustrsyfei-Dolne (49-2611, 22-36-20E). Both of these 
command posts are responsible to oblast IJVD headquarters in Drogobyoh . 

Source does not know what border posts are subordinate to Uetrsyki-Dolne, 
but two border command posts with their subordinate patrol posts are respons- 
ible to Turka. They aro as follows: 

a. Sianld. (49-0111, 22-53-10E) t About 250 border troops are stationed 
at the command post located in this town* naif of tho troops are ao 
a border cheek point at one end of tho town* and the other half aro 
at a check point on the opposite side of the town. The following 
patrol points aro believed to bo subordinate to this oonwand post:

Tho headquarters for this post is located in a 
large building south of the town on the road to ikiolnik (49-1211, 
22-42-30E), The folloiving patrol points are believed to bo subordinate 
to this comemcl post:

2. ) Locld.ec (40-09-4511, 22-46E): About 60 men are stationed in a 

former baronial ostato located in the woods about 000 meters from 
the Son River. 

3. ) Dydiowa (49-110, 22-44-6SE) : Between 80 and 120 men are stationed 

here. Sarto of then ere billeted in a school located just left 
of the church in the town, uno check point is located on one 
side of the town, card another on the opposite side.

The characteristic lay-out of those defense points is a 
circular trench in the oontor of which is a one-story wooden scrueture 
housing the troops. Radiating out from tho house are arterial trenches.

There are no systematic air patrols of this area of the border, and there 
aro no regular airfields in Turka Raion. However, there are throe filter 
pianos locatod at a small field at Oablonlca (40-12-1011, 22-o6-20^) which 
nay bo used for such patrols. 


6» There is no rail traffic along the railroad which, parallels the border 

from a point north of Buoskarnia, until it crosses into Zalcarpatskaya Oblast 
south of Sianki because the Soviets donoliahod tho overpass in Turka diiring 
»i.eir retreat in 1941. This was a stone arch-typo overpass, about half 
a kilometer long and about fifty motors above tho ground, which crossed 
both the Stry River and the main highway through. Turka. At tills point the 
bridge enters a tunnel which was also partially damaged. Source believes 
•that it will be at le .st five years before tills bridge will be in operation 
again. 
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
